7:05pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:02 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, apologized for the delay saying that the Board was 
notified by the NRC that they are holding a Public Hearing on the findings in their report 
from the Entergy inspections. He said they were talking about next week’s meeting as the 
Board needs to be at the NRC meeting so the Board of Selectmen will be meeting earlier. 


7:07pm - League of Women Voters 

Alice Lague from the Plymouth League of Women Voters came announced that they were 
sponsoring a symposium on the opiate crisis. The Symposium is being held on Saturday, 
February 4, 2017 from 11:00am to 2:30pm at the Plymouth Public Library in the Otto 
Fehlow Meeting Room. She said the High School Students will have a photo journal, as well 
as community resources available as well as three guest speakers. She finished by saying 
tickets are free but limited and they had to be acquired online. 

Chairman Tavares thanked Ms. Lague for coming in. He said the Board was at the Annual 
MMA Conference this past weekend and that was one of the topics. He added that Governor 
Baker will also be addressing this at his State of the State. 


7:09pm - Public Comment 

Kevin Lynch came up and handed out information on the foundation principles of the 
Plymouth Coalition of Concerned Citizens. They are as follows: 1) Given that an active 
citizenry is necessary for a well-functioning government, it is vital that the citizens be well- 
informed. 2) A vibrant, well-functioning government and politically-active citizens should 
deliberately undertake practical steps to infonn citizens of governmental thoughts and 
actions. 3) Neither government officials nor politically-active citizens should assign blame to 
the citizens for non-involvement in the political process if the citizens are not properly 
infonned. 
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Keven Joyce came up next and passed out a flyer regarding a fundraiser for the Manomet 
Elementary School to build a new playground. The fundraiser was set up as they are not 
asking the Town of Plymouth to fund the playground. He said it was outstanding so he had to 
get involved. He went on to say that on Saturday evening on March 4, 2017 there will be a 
Family Feud Night at Plymouth North High School and urged everyone to get involved. 

Mr. Joyce then said he agreed with Kevin Fynch in that the Town website does not have 
enough infonnation. He went on to say it should be mandatory that anyone appointed or 
elected should provide their email, phone number and address. 


7:17pm - Plymouth South High School - Building Project 

Gary Maestas, Superintendent of Schools, came up to give his presentation on the progress of 
the Plymouth South High School Project. Dr. Maestas said that the total budget for the school 
was $107,800,000 of which 77.7% was the construction. The presentation then went through 
the timeline from today through its completion. A copy of the full presentation can be found 
in the weekly Agenda Packet. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, said that she was disappointed that David Peck was not at this 
meeting. She then brought up the occupancy on May 12, 2107. Selectman Joyce asked what 
that meant, would the kids be moved in for the month of school that would be left? 

Gary Maestas replied by saying the occupancy would be for logistics, technology, equipment 
and administrative staff. The students will not move in until the following September at the 
beginning of the next school year. 

Selectman Joyce then said that the square footage of PSHS is almost 20,000 less than PNHS, 
then talked about the increases saying she was amazed that the square foot price went up 
43% and that turf went up 27% and the cost of lights went up 56% from the PNHS Project. 

Gary Maestas explained the increase with the lighting is because of the logistics of the fields. 
Plymouth North High School Fields are one unit allowing them to share lights. Plymouth 
South High School Fields have the entrance road going through the middle so there are more 
light fixtures needed for that project. 

Selectman John Mahoney asked if there was going to be a concession stand to help with 
generating revenue, to which Gary Maestas said yes, there will be. 

Selectman Mahoney asked Ted Gentry to come up and answer a few questions. He began by 
saying we are nearing 75% completion and change orders are only at 1% so he asked when 
we would have final numbers on that. 

Ted Gentry said that the project was going very well and the final numbers would be in at the 
completion sometime in September of 2018. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr asked what caused such an increase in square foot cost, to which Mr. 
Gentry replied and said it was inflation and the market place. He said there is building 
everywhere which is driving numbers on an upward trend. 

Selectman Provenzano asked if there would be any possibility of unforeseen surprises in 
regards to cost during the demolition of the old school, to which Mr. Gentry said yes, there 
might be some hazardous elements that will have to be dealt with. 
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Selectman Joyce asked if they have looked into any other funding sources for the fields to 
which Gary Maestas said there is a package that would add solar to the roof of Plymouth 
South High School with onsite smaller panels that would be bid as part of the lighting 
package. There’s technology that would store that energy in batteries to cover the cost of the 
lights and pay for them over time. 

Selectman Joyce asked if it would fund itself initially, to which Dr. Maestas said no, it would 
be rolled into a 20 year plan with the developer saying they would make the initial 
investment and it would get paid back over the 20 years of the plan. 

Selectman Joyce referenced a list of the alternatives from January 2016, and then asked how 
the Board was only made aware of this within the last 30 days when they must have known 
about this for at least a year. 

Gary Maestas said he had no explanation for the timing other than they looked at Town 
Meeting for presenting this. We hoped Town Meeting would give us direction as we came to 
realize over the last few months that contingencies were limited. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr asked Lynne Barrett, Director of Finance, how the Town Meeting 
vote for the 199 million dollars was divided up amongst the three projects. He also asked if 
there was a line drawn for each project, and if so, could we use any leftover funds from the 
first two projects to put towards the final project. 

Lynne Barrett said when Town Meeting approved the funds in 2006 we couldn’t proceed 
until the MSB A approved it. Then Town Meeting Authorized the Board of Selectmen to 
allocate how much would be used for each project. Periodically I came before the Board to 
allocate these funds, so we have already moved the excess from Plymouth North High 
School and the COA to Plymouth North High School. 

Selectman Provenzano then asked what the increase would be, to which Ms. Barrett said they 
will need to determine the final amount for the fields. That amount would be brought to 
Town Meeting and an amendment will be made to the 199 million previously approved. If 
the actual cost is less then we will rescind. 

Selectman Joyce asked if there has been any discussion on using Forges Field in the interim 
or even Plymouth North High School, to which Dr. Maestas said yes and that they already 
use Forges Field. 

Peter Svahn, Town Meeting Member from Precinct 15, came up and said he is more 
convinced that this should be denied or postponed to a much later date. He said his 
constituents are concerned about taxes so he suggested letting the fields sit until the final 
costs are known for certain. 

Keven Joyce came up and said that he is very sensitive to this subject as he was a baseball 
umpire. He went on to say the override in 2006 for 199 million dollars was the largest 
override in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He said he finds it very difficult to accept 
that they are asking for more money. He finished by telling the Board to think very hard 
about their vote.

Dennis Begley, School Committee Chairman, came up and said that of the 199 million 
dollars the cost to Plymouth was 105 million dollars as the State reimbursed a huge chu nk of 
that. 

Shelagh Joyce told Mr. Begley that the State got the money to reimburse from us, the tax 
payers and added that the money didn’t fall down from heaven. 

Selectman Mahoney commented by saying these fields need to be done correctly from the 
beginning, adding that there is a great need for fields and that no one denies that. 

Dennis Begley said that have been approached by several semi-pro teams asking to play at 
Plymouth North High School but it hasn’t been allowed due to the neighborhood. He said 
Plymouth South High School’s location would allow these teams to play which would 
generate revenue. These fields are needed and are not frivolous. 

Alan Costello got up and said he was surprised that there is no exact number at this point. He 
then asked for a worst case scenario and what the effect would be on his taxes. 

Gary Maestas said the highest it would be is 4.1 million dollars but the contingency could 
bring that number down, but 4.1 million is the actual cost. 

Lynne Barrett said that she didn’t have exact numbers but what would happen is it would be 
borrowed over a twenty five year period then be divided up amongst tax payers. 

Chairman Tavares asked Lynne Barrett if it would make sense to wait a little longer as we 
get closer to Town Meeting as we will have stronger numbers, to which Lynne Barrett said 
yes, and added that she could get them some of the tax data that they requested. 

Keven Joyce came up again and said he thought we wouldn’t be here if we didn’t make a 
mistake 27 years ago. The state gave us 80% of the project and now we have to worry about 
the New Town Hall. Also the parking garage is now up to 6 million dollars, we gave the 
Simes House 5 million dollars, not to mention we have a 48 million dollar nut that we don’t 
know who will pay for. 

Shelagh Joyce asked if there was money left over where, would it go, to which Gary Maestas 
said if it hasn’t been borrowed there won’t be any leftover, but if it is already borrowed it 
would be reallocated. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr moved that the vote be tabled until we have more infonnation and 
have a better idea on what the impact to taxes would be, and the motion was seconded by 
John Mahoney. Voted 4/0 


8:18pm - Bond Authorization for PNHS, PSHS and the COA Projects 

Lynne Barrett asked the Board to vote on allocating the leftover amount of $167,148 from 
the Plymouth North High School and COA projects to the Plymouth South High School 
project. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved 
allocating $167,148 from the Plymouth North High School and COA projects to the 
Plymouth South High School project. Votes 4/0 
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8:20pm - Cable Television License Agreement with Comcast 


Derek Brindisi, Assistant Town Manager, briefed the Board on the renewed contract between 
the Town of Plymouth and Comcast which was completed along with the Cable advisory 
Committee. Mr. Brindisi thanked everyone that was involved in the negotiation process. He 
went on to say that the ten year renewal and license fee will remain the same as the prior 
contract. He went on to say that in the negotiations they wanted to ensure that the New Town 
Hall will be properly connected by the time it opens in 2017. Part of the negotiations was for 
Comcast to installing fiber video between the Town Hall and the PACtv studio. They also 
agreed to an in-kind payment of up to $90,000 for the above project. The Committee was 
also able to negotiate a capital grant in the amount of $50,000 to be used for the sole purpose 
of furnishing the Great Hall, the 1820 Meeting Room, and the Shallop Room in the New 
Town Hall with state-of-the-art technology and equipment. Mr. Brindisi finished by saying 
that based on the terms presented, the Cable Advisory Committee requests the Board accept 
the provisions of this Licensing Agreement. 

Selectman Joyce told Mr. Brindisi that the Cable Advisory Committee did a nice job. She 
then asked if the work to be done will be coordinated with the Town’s IT Department. 

Derek Brindisi replied by saying yes, PACtv will work closely with Joe Young from the 
Town’s IT Department. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved 
the License Agreement between the Town of Plymouth and Comcast Cable. Voted 4/0

Chairman Tavares called for a short recess. 
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9:01pm - ARTICLE 11 - Town Promotion Fund (Lee Hartmann) 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from the Town Promotion Fund created pursuant 
to Chapter 4 of the Acts of 1993, a sum of money for programs and projects that enhance the 
beautification, recreational resources, public safety, promotional and marketing activities, 
events, services and public improvements, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Lee Hartmann, Director of Planning, explained the Hotel/Motel Tax which promotes 
Plymouth. He said it is down 3% from last year but the good news is it’s up 19% from 3 
years ago. Selectman Joyce asked if these events were all non-profit to which Mr. Hartmann 
replied by saying yes. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved 
moving Article 11 to the 2017 Annual Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0 


9:03pm - ARTICLE 27 - Soil Removal (Lee Hartmann) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend its General By-Law by striking Chapter 154 - Soil 
Removal in its entirety, as on file with the Town Clerk, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

Lee Hartmann said that the language in this By-Law is very confusing and misleading. He 
also said it has never been used and was replaced by the Zoning By-Law. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
moving Article 27 to the 2017 Annual Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0 


9:05pm - ARTICLE 28 — Excavation Zoning By-Law (Lee Hartmann) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section 205-18 Natural Features 
Conservation Requirements, to further define regulations associated with the excavation of 
earth (Soil, Sand, Gravel or Quarried Stone) as well as associated definitions, procedures, 
and schedules, as on file with the Town Clerk, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Lee Hartmann and Betsy Hall came up and gave a presentation on the proposed changes to 
the Zoning By-Law. Some of the examples were as follows: 

• Expanded definitions and intents 

• Prohibited commercial removal in residential zones 

• Removal associated with septic, foundation, landscaping, etc. is exempt 

A full list of amendments can be found in the weekly Agenda Packet. 

Shelagh Joyce references the work being done on Route 3 North between Exit 2 and Exit 3. 
She asked if this amendment would have prevented that mess, to which Lee Hartmann said 
yes, it would have given us more control over that project. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
moving Article 28 to the 2017 Annual Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0 
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9:28pm - ARTICLE 30 — Ground Mounted Solar (Shari Heller) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 205-77 Ground Mounted Solar Photovoltaic 
Systems by amending the language of Section 205-77 so that said Section 205-77 as so 
amended shall read in its entirety as follows (changed language is shown underlined or 
deleted as the case may be): A full copy of the proposed changes can be found in the weekly 
Agenda Packet. 

Bill Abbott came up and described the backup infonnation on this By-Law amendment. He 
said these amendments were designed to protect residential areas. Mr. Abbott said the 
amendments would lower the size to a reasonable limit. He went on to say the limit would be 
no bigger than 5 acres, he added that there are 15 existing solar projects in Plymouth and 7 of 
them are under 5 acres already. He finished by saying we need this protection. 

Shari Heller came up next and thanked the Board for letting her speak tonight. She said there 
are 44 different types of plants and animals in Plymouth that depend on our forests. We also 
want to protect the beauty of our neighborhoods. She discussed a before and after photo that 
she provided in her backup material saying we are people and our homes are personal. She 
went on to say homes and yards are being stripped for solar fields. Ms. Heller also said that 
her friends, the Energy Committee, accepted vague State regulations before finding out that 
the Town of Marian sued the State in order to restrict solar from residential areas all together. 
She finished by saying she hoped that the Board will support this Article. 

Ed Russell came up and said he was in favor of this By-Law as it is written. He said if a solar 
field were next to his home it would devalue it. He likened it to taking of property like 
eminent domain, only you don’t get reimbursed. He said solar companies shouldn’t make 
money at the expense of the abutters. 

Love Howard came up and said she was speaking for herself, her family, and for the Six 
Ponds residents. She went through her speech which focused on the importance of preserving 
our trees and wildlife, and the importance of the trees and undergrowth to keep our 
ecosystem thriving. She urged the Board to support this Article. 

Lee Burns came up and wanted to reiterate that when the Energy Committee went through 
these proposed amendments they read a number of similar By-Laws including By-Laws 
written for the Town Marian and the Town of Fairhaven. 

Betsy Hall came up and said she moved to Plymouth in 1978 and has walked many woods 
around Bourne Road. She said she sees deer, eagles, fisher cats and an array of other wildlife. 
She said she would prefer no solar fields at all. She went on to say everyone says “let’s wait 
and see how it works out” then went on to ask how they would feel if she were build a gas 
station next to their house, or tore down three houses to put up a card dealership and then 
said “let’s wait and see how it works out”. 

Tim Grandy, Planning Board Chainnan, came up and thanked the Board for their work on 
the By-Law and for all of their research they did to come up with what we are presenting 
tonight. He said he supports the vote of the Planning Board which was 3 to 2 in favor. Mr. 
Grandy then talked about the size of solar fields and said there was a large array in his 
neighborhood, and that there was nothing in the current By-Law to protect their homes. 

Mr. Beland came up and said property value is very important to us. If I were to sell or 
refinance my property, a solar field would devalue its worth. He said waiting to see how it 
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works out is like rolling the dice, some win and some lose. He said the only losers here are 
the homeowners. 

Paul McAlduff came up next and asked how many people want electricity.. .we all do. He 
said Eversource wants to raise electric prices in residential areas. If we go back to 5 acre 
solar fields then we lose tax revenue from the PILOT programs. WE don’t want to start 
burning coal again. He said Plymouth has enough trees protected by conservation to fill the 
entire city of Avon. He finished by saying he has 28 solar panels and hasn’t paid an electric 
bill in two years and that he supported the 15 acres. 

Ken Buechs, Planning Board Member, came up and said he is in favor of the 15 acres. He 
said the Energy Committee has worked for almost four years so let’s give this By-Law a 
chance to work. 

Steve Lyden came up and said he supports the 15 acre By-Law for many reasons. We need 
companies that make profit and add revenue to the Town. He said even if you build a house 
the animals will leave the area because of the noise from kids and lawn mowers. However, he 
argued that with solar fields, once they are built the animals will come back because there is 
no noise. Mr. Lyden said we need more commercial industry in Plymouth. He finished by 
saying the Energy Committee did a lot of work and very few people camo out to those 
meetings but now they all have objections. 

Everett Malaguti came up and said he’s offended by Ms. Heller’s comment about the Energy 
Committee being oblivious and uninfonned about State By-Laws, saying that the Energy 
Committee had three or four meetings just talking about State By-Laws. Mr. Malaguti 
finished by saying solar will also affect the tax base and that they are a net gain to the tax 
payers of Plymouth. 

Chairman Tavares asked the Board if they had any questions. 

Shelagh Joyce asked Tim Grandy how many of the Planning Board Members agreed to 5 
acres and how many agreed to 5 acres, to which Mr. Grandy said 3 Members agreed to 5 
acres and 2 Members agreed to 15 acres. 

Selectman Joyce then asked if anyone had suggested a compromise by going with 10 acres, 
to which Mr. Grandy said yes, I had suggested that but there was no discussion because 5 
acres was being presented. 

Selectman Joyce then said that an amendment could be made to which Mr. Grandy said 
absolutely, Town Meeting can do that if they choose. 

On a motion by John Mahoney and second by Anthony Provenzano Jr, the Board voted to 
approve Article 30 for the 2017 Annual Spring Town Meeting. Voted 2/2 

Chairman Tavares said that due to a tie vote the Article would be brought back to a future 
Selectmen’s Meeting when there is a full Board.

10:27pm - ARTICLE 23 — Title Research (Melissa Arrighi) 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, transfer from available funds, or 
otherwise fund $100,000 for the purpose of title research as recommended by the Town 
Manager and approved by the Board of Selectmen, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, talked briefly about various projects that this might be used 
on and gave a few reasons for a title search. 
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Anthony Provenzano Jr asked if these funds would be intended to be used within a certain 
amount of time if they were to be approved, to which Ms. Arrighi replied by saying no, the 
funds would sit waiting to be used. 

John Mahoney, Selectman, said that he agrees with this Article and that it was very proactive. 
He also said that this would be useful for situations like the one in White Horse Beach when 
detennining if property is private or public for beach access. 

On a motion by John Mahoney and seconded by Anthony Provenzano Jr, the Board approved 
moving Article 23 to the 2017 Annual Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0
